DOUBT OF CLARKE 
CAUSED ANXIETY

sence Shown in Agoniz- 
ed Entries in Diary.

MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 5.—(42—A _con- 
glomerate picture of anguish and de- 
spair at failure to hear from his 
sweetheart, Mrs. J. M. Keith-Miller 
—‘‘whom I love more than my very 
life’—and of grim fortitude in bat- 
tling against a fate that seemed to 
block his every move to provide for 
her was woven into court records to- 
day as the diary and personal letters 
of Captain W. N. Lancaster were read 
to a jury hearing his trial for the 
murder of Haden Clarke. 

Lancaster's letters, written to Mrs. 
Keith-Miller and to Clarke before he 
knew Clarke had succeeded in the af- 
fections of the Australian aviatrix 
were read along with the diary and 
with letters to him from the woman 
and the man by State Attorney N. 
Vernon Hawthorne, who pointed to 
all of them as an important angle in 
the case. 

His purpose in introducing the doc- 
uments, he said, was to show that 


Lancaster, who had trusted Mrs. 
Keith-Miller to Clarke's care while 
he flew into the west to seek fimances, 
had motive for killing Clarke upon 
his return to Miami after he learned 
of. their engagement, 

Contradictions. 

Balanced against Laneaster’s terms 
of endearment for “Chubbie” (Mrs. 
Keith-Miller) and his expressed trust 
in Clarke, who was writing for pub- 
lication the life history of the avia- 
trix while Lancaster was in the west, 
were the frequent reproaches in the 
aviatrix’s letters to her flying partner 
and former fiance, and the expressed 
humility in Clarke's letter stating 
that he and Mrs. Keith-Miller were 
to marry. 

Mrs. Keith-Miller's reproaches came 
at Lanéaster’s inability to send funds 
to her here for living expenses, afid 
were contained in letters after, other 
testimony revealed, she fell in love 
with Clarke. 

“You know I am devoted to Chub- 

bie,” Lancaster wrote in a letter to 
Clarke. “For her I would do anything, 
if necessary risk ‘anything. 
For me life would be very empty if 
I lost Chubbie If | thought 
return ina penniless condition would 
mean the possibility of losing the 
kid. I would take even greater chances 
to return with money than might be 
prudent.” . 

At another time, on March 25, 
Lancaster wrote the aviatrix: 

“Thank Haden for his kindness. 
; I somehow felt I could trust 
him more than anyone else I have 
met for a long time. I hope this 
turned out to be so. 

Clarke's plea for forgiveness for 
succeeding pode to the love of 
Mrs. Keith-Miller was contained in a 
two-page letter. The pair had writ- 
ten Laneaster of their intent to marry.

PARAGUAY AGREES

BULIVIA DECLINES 


Mobilization Continues 
as Countries Reply in 
Marked Contrast to Re- 
quest of 19 Neutrals. 


ASUNCION, Paraguay, Aug. 5.— 
(P)—Paraguay informed the United 
States and 18 other neutral Ameri- 
ean nations tonight that she agreed 
to suspend hostilities with Bolivia 
on the basis of the positions held by 
the armed forces of the two nations 
in the Gran Chaco territory June 1. 

The government is willing to sub- 
mit the conflict to arbitration or any 
other friendly solution as soon as 
truce has been arranged. 

An official bulletin said Bolivian 
activity in the Chaco region was in- 
creasing. A Bolivian patrol, consist- 
ing of five or six men, fired on an 
outpost of Fort Presidente Ayala this 


afternoon, but the attack was easily 


repulsed, the bulletin said. 

Fort Presidente Ayala is less than 
190 miles northwest of Asuncion and 
is one of «11 Paraguayan and 11 Bo- 


livian forts grouped within a 50-mile ;

ALIENATION SEEN 
FOR U.S PLANTS 
IN BRITISH EMPIRE 


Plan, If Adopted, Would 
Force Firms To Guaran- 
tee 60 Per Cent British 
Labor and Materials.

OTTAWA, Aug. 5.—(?)—Ameri- 
ean branch plants in British coun- 
tries would become almost entirely’ 
alienated from their parent factories | 
in the United States under a scheme 
of empire content which was said un- 
officially today to be under consid- 
eration by the imperial economic con- 
ference. 

Sources which usually are reliable 
said the Canadian delegation .bad 
coupled a request for a 60 per cent 
empire content all around the board 
with its offer to trade the United 
Kingdom industrial preferences for 
agricultural preferences involving an 
additional annual outlet for each of 
between $100;000,000 and $200,000,- 
000. 

If it were adopted, such a plan 
would mean that a subsidiary or 
branch plant of an American manu- 
facturing firm, whether in Canada 
or any other nation of the British 
commonwealth, would have to guaran- 
tee that 60 per cent of the total valuc 
of its product represented’ British 
labor and materials. Otherwise that 
plant would not “enjoy any intra- 
empire tariff preference. 

The benefit to Canadian industry 


would be derived from. less competi-' 
tion by American branch plants man- 


ish nations under empire preferences. 

With a home population of only 
10,000,000 to supply, most of the 
domestic industries depend on a for- 
eign outlet. They have had keen com- 

tition from American plants estab- 
ished just inside the boundary for 
ithe single purpose of escaping tariffs

“At: paeaeot re branch plants can 
export.to Great Britain on the same 
fayorable terms granted to bona fid® 
Canadian industries so long as 25 per 
cent of the value of their output rep- 
resents Canadian labor or materials. 

If the empire content were in- 
creased to per cent. it is said, it 
would mean that the branch plants 
would. have to produce more of the 
materials used in their ‘manufactures. 
It would increase the use of Cana- 
dian. labor at the expense of United 
States labor. since production of. basic 
materials in branch factory products 
on this side of the line would take 
business away from the parent plants. 

Automobile assembling plants which 
obtain their present empire Vionbant 
by hiring Canadian labor to put to- 
gether parts imported from the United 
States would -be dealt a severe blow. 
Some observers said this would vir- 
tually mean Canadian production of 
the parts assembled for the British 
trade. 

The huge American investment in 
factories established in the British 
Isles would be affected in their sale 
of special .peoducts to the dominions.

The staple pushed up rather strong- 
ly for a time, but closed with gains 
of about a cent a bushel. Small to 
moderate advances were shown in sev- 
eral futures markets, notably cotton, 
silk. butter and eggs. 

Closing prices in many instances 
were under the day’s best levels. In 
metals, foreign copper was higher, do- 
mestically silver was up slightly. 

The more speculative stock market 
appeared to have taken the spotlizht 
away from the bond department. Bond 
prices were well maintained, but were 
about unchanged. 

In foreign exchanges, the pound 
sterling dropped sharply, and the 
French franc was a shade lower, as 
heavy buying of American dollars was 
reported in both London and Paris. 
International banking quarters ex- 
pressed amazement at the steady re- 
turn flow of foreign capital into this 
market, after the enormous outflow 
ended in June. The ability of the 
dollar to withstand that outflow ap- 
peared thoroughly to- have restored 
European confidence in our currency. 

The pound closed at $3.46 5-8, off 
2 7-8 cents, and the franc at 3.91 1-2 
oa off 1-8 point, for cable trans- 
ers. 

The French franc has now reached

DUBLIN, Aug. 5.—(UP)—Riding 
over protests that the Irish Free State 
is encouraging communism and revo- 


lution, the dail tonight ssed the 
2,000, pounds (about $7.000,000) 
emergency fund bill to aid ‘President 
Eamon De Valera’s government in its 
economic war with Great Britain. 

After the bill was passed President 
De Valera said: 

“If the coercive measures piace As 
Britain is using against Ireland at 
present are continued, then the soon- 
-» the connection between the two 
eountries is severed. the bettr.” 

The bill was passed after the most 
bitter debate in the last year. The vote 
was 58 to 43. 

Under direction of former President 
William T, Cosgrave the opposition 
put up a stiff fight against the meas- 
ure in its efforts to end the conflict 
between the Free State and the 
United Kingdom, arising out of re- 
fusal of De Valera to pay Britain the 
land annuities. - 

The opposition charged that De 
Valera was paving the way for com- 
munism and revolution in Ireland. 
They shouted that the cabinet was 
taking orders from the extremists of 
the -Irish republican army, which 
seeks complete separation from Brit- 


ain and hopes to set up an all-Ireland |

republic.

Virginia ended the fiscal year 1931-32 
with a general fund surplus of $560.,- 
131.55, a summary statement for the 
year submitted to Governor Pollard 
by State Comptroller E. R. Combs 
today said. 

Governor Pollard told his cabinet 
that “while thé statement indicates a 
stirplus of more than $500,000 it;tells 
the sad story that we are more ‘than 
$2,500,000 worse off than we were 
at the beginning of the last fiscal 
year, at which time we had a sur- 
plus of $3,139,837.92," the governor 
said. 

He accounted for the condition “in 
the main” by rapidly falling state 
revenues, which he said, “if continued 
in the same proportion through the 
current year, will Jeave us With a 
heavy burden unless we can effect ad- 
ditional economies.” 


NEW CONTROVERSY 
OVER OLDEST SKULL 
BREWS IN LONDON 


LONDON, Aug. 5.—(4)—The old- 
est known human skull belonged to a 
London woman, Gelliott Smith, pro- 
fessor of anatomy at the University 
of London, said today at a meeting 
of the International Congress of Pre- 
historic and Protohistoric Sciences. 

“The skull is known as the Lloyd's 
skull,” he said, “and was found in 
blue clay 40 feet below the surface 
during excavations for the new home 
of Lleyd’s Corporation in Leadenhall 
street. It belonged to a woman about 
50 years old who prebably was left- 
handed.” 

After considering all the evidence 
and carefully studying all other known 
skulls of the kind, Professor Smith 
said, he decided the London skull rep- 
resents the earliest genuine remains 
of homo sapiens, giving it pride of 
place over the Java man, the Peking 
man and all other prehistoric finds. 

The other attendants at the con- 
gress expressed great surprise over 
the announcement and left the hall 
immediately afterward to examine the 
skull and discuss the problem. 


SINO-JAP FIGHTING 


SPREADS IN MANCHURIA 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 5.—(?)—Fight- 
ing between Chinese and Japanese in 
So th Manchuria, which broke out 
again Wednesday, was spreading over 
a wider area today, Chinese reports 
received here said. 

The Chinese claimed their Manchu- 
rian volunteers were driving the Japa- 
nese out of Yingkow while other voi- 
unteers recaptured Tungliao, impor- 
tant railway terminus northwest of 
Mukden. 

The reports said the Chinese sent 
an ultimatum to General Shigeru 
Honjo, Japanese commander-in-chi { 
demanding that the Japanese with- 
draw from Chinchow within 48 hours. 

General Honjo was said to have ig- 
nored the ultimatum and declared 
martial law in Chinchow.

PASSE N NEW YORK 


Author and Founder of Mag: 
azine Succumbs After 
Long IIIness. 


NEW YORK, Ang. 5.—@®— 
James Oppenheim, writer and founder 
back in 1916 of “The Seven Arts” 


magazine. died yesterday, after a long 
illness, He was 50 years old. 

A versatile writer. Oppenheim had 
a varied literary career, His first 
book was published in 1909, and in 
1914 his novel, “Idle Wives,” became 
a best seller, He was widely quoted 
as saying the modern wif@ had not 
enough work in the home to keep her 
occupied. Sometime after the novel 
came out. his wife, the former Lucy 
Seckel, obtained an interlocutory di- 
voree decree, on the ground that» he 
had used her as the model for the 
heroine of his story. 

Oppenheim gave up writing novels 
after that.. For two years he turned 
out poetry and magazine articles, 
Then, in 1916, he founded the maga- 
zine. “The Seven Arts.” 

The magazine prospered for a year, 
but its policy with regard to the 
World War caused its woman backer 
to withdraw her support, and Oppen- 
heim and the other editors disbanded. 

His last work, a preface to analytic 
psychology called “American Types,” 
was published in 1931. 

Oppenheim was born in St. Paul,. 
Minn., but lived most of his life in 
New York.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—(#)-—At 
least partial success of President Hoo- 
ver's suggestion for a one-third reduc- 
tion in world armaments was freely 
predicted by members of the Ameri- 
can delegation to the world disarma- 
ment conference as they returned 
from Geneva today sboard the liner 
Leviathan, | : 

They were neither dismayed by 
criticism, nor overelated at the re 
«ults obtained in the six months of ne- 
gotiation already passed. 

“The conference pledged itself to a 
substantial reduction in land, air and 
sea armaments and recognized the un- 
derlying principle of President Hoo- 
ver’s plan,” said Senator Claude A. 
Swanson, of Virginia. 

“If this specific promise is com- 
plied with at the second session of 
the conference, a further substantial 
reduction in armament expenditures 
may be expected.” 

The next session of the conference 
will open early in 1933. Other lead- 
ers in the delegation returning with 
Swanson were Dr. Mary FE. Woolley 
and Norman Davis, former undersec- 
retary of state. 

Davis, who is favored by the League 
of Nations finance committee for its 
presidency to succeed Suvich, new 
ltalian undersecretary to Mussolini, 
said that he had not yet decided 
whether he could accept the post. 

Dr. Woolley said the Benes resolu- 
tion, adopted at the conclusion of the 
conference's first session, did not go 
as far toward accepting the Hoover 
proposal as the American delegation 
would have liked, but that it, never- 
theless, marked a real ach:evement in 
the acceptance of the principle and in 
presenting a definite plan for the next 
session. 

Davis insisted that more progress 
had been made at the conference than 
seems to be generally recognized.

astating to winner and loser alike, 
and that its arbitrament is. value- 
less. The spirit of patriotism that 
flames to the defense of home and 
loved ones from the armed invader 
is the most exalted fire that burns 
in human hearts—but it results 
from, and is not, the cause of war. 
Greed, envy, hatred lie behind 
every war—and all the pronuncia- 
mentos of a legion of Mussolinis 
could not persuade the vor!d that 
it is either “noble” or werth while.

Health Talks

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Professor A. J. Carlson, distin- 
guished physiologist, says that Auer- 
bach’s plexus is the brain of the in- 
testine.

He said the indictment of Libby 
and Walker was a complete surprise 
and he appeared to be shocked by 
the news. He said, however, that he 
did not know enough about the case 
to form any definite opinien. He is 
eager to get back home and confer 
with relatives and his attorney. 

He has no idea of vengeance and 
he probably would not appear against 
Miss Holman, Reynolds said just prior 
to sailing for the United States on the 
S, S. American Legion.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Aug. 5.—After 
one of the most remarkable réceptions 


ever accorded a candidate for public 
office in this city, Representative 
Charles R. Crisp late today moved 
on to south Georgia where tomorrow 
he will deliver two additional speeches 
in his campaign for the United States 
senate, 

Early Saturday afternoon the Geor- 
gia congressman will address the vot- 
ers of Sandersville, while later in the 
day he will make his final speech of 
the week at Swainsboro.

Any number of leaders from adjoin- 
mg counties sought him out to as- 
sure him of their support, while the 
wide diversity of interest among Au- 
gusta people who call on him tended 
to leave no doubt of his ability to 
carry Richmond county handily. 

Governor Declines. 

Governor Richard B. Russell Jr., 
youthful opponent of Mr. Crisp, was 
ere also yesterday and shortly after 
his arrival an amusing incident oc- 
curred. John Evans, state senator 
from Warren county, spying the gov- 
eruior in a hotel lobby offered to take 
him over and introduce him to Mr. 
Crisp, whom he described as “the next 
senator from Georgia.” The governor 
declined the invitation. 

Mr. Evans, who was one of the 
Russell floor managers in the Jegis- 
lature and who wag a strong Russell 
supporter in. the gubernatorial cam- 
paign two years ago, issued a state- 
ment here today vigorouslg assailing 
the governor for his handling of the 
cotton acreage reduction program last 
year. He predicted that Warren 
county, which went to Russell for 
governor, 12 to 1, would go to Crisp 
next month by a vote of 10 to 1, The 
adjoining counties of Hancock, Glas- 
cock and Taliferro will also be found 
Safely in the Crisp column, he de- 
clared. 

“Aside from recognizing 
senate,” said Mr. Evans, “the farm- 
ers and businessmen of my _ section 
deeply resent Governor Russell’s re- 
fusal to call a special session of the 
Georgia legislature for the purpose 
of taking action on some cotton acre- 
age reduction program. Governor Rus- 
sell, in complete disregard of the 
wishes and best interests of the farm- 
ers, was too busy building up a state 
political machine to attend a confer- 
ence of southern cotton states execu- 
tives in Texas, which had been called 
to frame some united cotton reduc- 
tion program, but two weeks later 
we learned that he was not too busy 
to go all the way to Connecticut to 
attend a football game. 

“Neither was he too busy to go 
on a lark later to Detroit.

It has already been estimsted by the 
state tax commissioner that the reve- 
nues of the state for 1932 will be re- 
duced approximately 25 per cent, on 
account of the inability of the people 
to pay taxes.

“In ealling your attention to these 
conditions and figures I wish to 
make it clear that I imply no word 
of criticism of any state official. 
They are conditions brought upon us 
by the prevailing depression. 

“To remedy these conditions, there 
is one thing that can be done, and 
only one thing. That is te stop the 
allocation of specific revenues to spe- 
cifie departments, the most outstand- 
ing example of which is the alloca- 
tion of motor vehicle and gasoline 
taxes to the highway department, and 
to lump together all revenues of every 
kind and from every source into the 
state treasury, and apportion them 
out in such a way as to psy the float- 
ing debt and catch up the slack in the 
departments not now enjoying the 
special and preferred benefits of al- 
located funds. 

“If the people in the general elec- 
tion next November ratify a_ pro- 
posed constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the inauguration of the 
next governor in January as I believe 
they will, then the incoming gover- 
nor will take office in January in- 
stead of June. I propose, if elected, 
to summon the legislature in special 
session in January, if necessary, to act 
upon the revisions and reforms in the 
states financing which I have ‘out- 
lined.” 


DUCKWORTH AIDE 


Marshall Allison, campaign man- 
ager for W. H. Duckworth, candidate 
for attorney-general, issued a state- 
ment Friday saying that the voters 
realize “the first essential requirement 
of a candidate for attorney-general !s 
that he must be capable of handling 
the state’s litigation.”

In a non-political address in which’ 


he renewed his attack on this coun- 
try’s moratorium to foreign debtors 
and discussed disarmament and pro- 


hibition Governor Richard -B. Rus- 
sell Jr., honor guest at the weakly 


luncheon meeting Friday, of. the At-

Injunction Invalidates 
Redistricting Act 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 5.—(#)—A 
preliminary injunction which in effect 
invalidates the Mississippi redistrict- 
ing act, was issued here late today 
by a special three-judge federal court. 

The injunction will tie up the con- 
zressional election machinery in the 
primary on August 23. The election 
of the state’s seven congressmen will, 
under the injunction, be made from 
the state at large. 


The tribunal, sitting as a court of 
equity, ruled that it had jurisdiction 
in the Mississippi controversy, a con- 
tention attacked in arguments during 
the hearing by J. A. Lauderdale, first 
assistant attorney-general of that 
state. 

Circuit Judge Rufus E. Foster, of 
New Orleans, and Judge Ben C. Daw- 
kins, of Shreveport, approved the pre- 
liminary injunction. A _ dissenting 
opinion was given by Federal Judge 
Edwin R. Holmes, of the southern dis- 
trict of Mississippi. 

Hugh V. Wall, of Brookhaven, chief 
counsel for the complainant, said the 
injunction would have the effect of 
nullifying the primary. He explained 
that the state democratic committee 
would set the date for a congressional 
primary for the. state at large. If 
that action was not taken he predicted 
the legislature would be called into 
session to make provisions for a prop- 
er primary election. under the fed- 
eral injunction.

Indebtedness of the state highway 
department to the various counties of

At the time it changed ownership, 
MacFadden purchased the Liberty 
magazine from the Patterson-McCor- 
mick interests: ‘The name of the De- 
treit papers. was changed from the 
“Daily” to the “Mirror.” and it was 
made a morning paper under the new 
ownership.

LONDON, ‘Aug. 5.—Prime Minister 
J. Ramsay MacDonald envisages an 
aceord in the nature of a “‘co-opera+ 
tive agreement” for solution of the 
war debts problem in a manner mu- 
tually satisfactory to Europe and the 
United States. 

This was learned tonight’ from an 
entirely trustworthy source and the 
United Press was assured it consti- 
tutes one of the guiding principles in 
the prime minister's mind concerning 
the future negotiations between Ku- 
ro and the United States on the 
debt question. MacDonald returned 
today from Lossiemouth, Scotland. 

The method of opening the nego- 
tiations is not yet decided, although 
the London Press has reported the 
cabinet informally discussing prelim- 
inary. phases of the question this 
week. In any event, in the prime min- 
ister's viewpoint, nothing will be done 
until after the presidential election 
in the United States. Premier Her- 
riot also took this attitude. 

The Manchester Guardian, in an edi- 
torial, today said the United States 
action in excluding war debts, repara- 
tions and tariff questions from the 
forthcoming world economic confer- 
ence was “like asking the doctor to 
give you a thorough medical examina- 
tion without taking into account the 
lungs, heart or blood circulation.” 

The newspaper said Senator Borah 
“had the courage to face realities in 
the world situation (in discussing the 
debts question) and probably spoke 
for more Americans than one might 
imagine. .. Isolation is a barren 
doctrine whether in primitive form 
that asks ‘am I my brother's keeper?’ 
or in priggish form which promises 
that when the rest of the world has 
learned to behave properly America 
will make it a nice present.”

As the United ‘tates could not 
easily grant customs concessions to 
France in view of the rigidity of the 
tariff iaw, it was said the French 
might seek debt concessions instead.

Johnstown watched two. strangely dif- 
ferent parades tonight as it turned 
its back on the departing shabby 
bonus army “and welcomed groups of 
the American Legion. oh. 

No Gypsy caravan could have been 
more fantastic than the procéssion of 
rickety. trucks and autos that rolled 
out of the dismal camp to the moun- 
tain highways. 

Two days of impatient delay ended 
with announcement that every tank 
would be filled with gas, every driver 
given a dollar and ordered to move on. 

A few protested, some laughed. but 
the majority accepted the city’s “last 
offer.” Cars, battered, dirty and piled 
high with bundles, began rolling out 
of the city. 

In less than three hours, 96 cars 
were supplied with gas and on their 
way. 
Authorities were informed that radi- 
eal leeders, supposedly from Pitts- | 
burgh, arrived today and attempted to | 
mingle with the veterans and crowds | 
around the camp.
